6. An article of manufacture comprising:

15. The computer program product of claim 10 wherein said second file tree 
resides on a servor. 



16. A system for Fcconciling changes made to a first and a second file tree 
comprising: \ 

receiving a first change lag corresponding to a first file tree and a second change log 
corresponding to a second ^de tree; 

determining a first set of changes to make to said first file tree using said second 
change log; 

determining a second set of changes to make to said second file tree using said 
first change log; and 

reconciling said first and said second file trees using said first and said second set of 
change logs. 

17. The system of claim 16 further complising: 

detecting one or more changes in said first set mat conflict with said second set. 



1 8. The system of claim 1 7 wherein detecting \ne or more changes that 
conflict comprises: 
generating said conflict list. 
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19.\ The system of claim 16 wherein said first file tree resides on a client. 



20. Thessystem of claim 16 wherein said second file tree resides on a server. 
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
